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Massive blow against EU 


There can be no doubting the huge 
significance of the ‘no’ verdicts in the recent 
French and Dutch referenda on the new 
European Constitution. These verdicts 
amount to far more than mere opposition to 
the small print of the Treaty, something 
which only a very few voters in France or 
Holland would have bothered to read, let 
alone understand. They are a firm declar- 
ation that the ordinary people (whom the 
Eurocrats look down on and despise) have 
had enough of ‘Europe’ and the meddlesome 
ways in which its masters habitually try to 
poke their noses into every nook and cranny 
of the national affairs of the member states. 

We have said it often enough before and 
we will say it again: The European Union is 
doomed to fall apart. The only question to be 
decided is how long this will take to happen 
— or, more precisely, how long it will take 
before the fact is candidly and honestly 
admitted by all. There is, for the moment, a 
huge vested interest in the EU; and those 
who have a finger in that interest will cling

on for as long as possible to the illusion that 
this gigantically parasitical institution has a 
future and a purpose. There are many 
thousands of highly paid jobs and the out- 
rageous perks that go with them. There are 
fancy positions and titles, hung on to by great 
numbers of people of very small distinction 
who in properly ordered societies would be 
obscure nobodies. There is power of the kind 


., beloved by the sort of people to whom if‘’4cts 


as an intoxicant — not the power to perform 
great works but power merely to be wielded 
for its own sake. Last not least, there are the 
czars of the New World Order, the globalist 
élite, to whom European Union is but a 
means to an end: the acquisition of global 
control through the destruction of national 
sovereignties and freedoms and the merging 
of peoples. 

All these elements will fight tooth and 
nail to preserve the Euro dream. For the 
moment they have suffered a tremendous 
reverse; but we can be quite sure that as they 
lick their wounds they will be concocting 
new methods to expand their empire, coming 
forward again to present their plans for us 
under new guises, using new lies. 

The truth is that all the benefits that 
might be obtained by the nations of Europe 
working in co-operation can be obtained 
without any of the institutional apparatus of 
the EU itself: without its Parliament, without 
its Commission, without its bureaucracy and 
without its laws. Such co-operation belongs 
to a very old and simple tradition in the lives 
of all the nations concerned. It is called 
Foreign Relations. Foreign relations have 
been conducted in past centuries between the 
European powers, great and small. There is a 
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fundamental rule: two or more nations enter 
into such relations and co-operate when they 
find there is a common interest in their doing 
so; they do not co-operate when there is no 
such common interest. It is that simple. It is 
all done through foreign offices, embassies 
and, more occasionally, heads of govern- 
ment. All this was achieved in past times at a 
fraction of the cost of the European Union. 
And there was. the concomitant benefit that 
the forefathers of these vast legions of jobs- 
worths who now batten on the EU gravy 
train were then employed doing useful work 
for their own nations. 

For all these reasons, we regard the ‘no’ 
votes in France and Holland as merely the 
first steps towards what must inevitably 
come sooner or later: the complete break-up 
of the EU itself and the return of its member 
nations to life in the real world.

But how are we to pay for these imports? 
Presumably by the services provided by 
Tesco and the like! But just how can these 
function internationally — just by millions of 
tourists coming here and exchanging their 
dollars, euros and yen for Tesco goods and 
then taking them home again, in gigantic 
freighters hired for the purpose perhaps? 

Governments which harbour such 
illusions will lead their nations to ruin and 
extinction. But the ultimate price to be paid 
will probably not affect people like Margaret 
Hodge, who will enjoy rewarding political 
careers as servants of a dying system before 
moving on to other things, such as, perhaps, 
consultants in the City — who knows, even as 
business advisers to Tesco!

WHEN I was a young man back in the 
1950s, groping my way towards an 
understanding of politics and the 
determination of a political position, 
one thing in particular repelled me. It 
was the cavalier disregard for the 
truth displayed again and again by 
liberals and people on the left. Repeat- 
edly, they would assert certain things 
to be axiomatic and unquestionable 
fact. I would go away and do some 
research on the subjects in question, 
and very soon find out that these 
assertions constituted, at the best, a 
woolly and careless jumping to con- 
clusions based on what someone else 
had said or, at worst, consciously ex- 
pressed lies. 

At first outraged by this method of 
debate, which seemed to me no better than a 
fraudulent prospectus conceived for criminal 
purposes, I later grew to realise the rationale 
behind it all. Liberal doctrines were seen as 
so self-evidently right and good for all 
mankind that a bit of subterfuge in defence of 
them was quite justified. It is the Father 
Christmas syndrome. For the pleasure and 
gratification of our children, we maintain the 
pretence that a kind old man with a white 
beard is going to come down our chimneys 
on the night of December 24th every year 
and leave gifts for them — provided they are 
good, that is.

Again, we sometimes tell ‘white lies’ 
when we try to persuade a dear friend or 
relation that he looks better than he really 
does — comforting in intent though, in this 
case, no service when urgent medical treat- 
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ment might be called for. Once more, it is 
reality being concealed in what we think is a 
good cause.

trary in every country where social exper- 
iments have been conducted in accordance 
with that idea.

What is 
important is not the truth but the preservation 
of a fantasy world for mass consumption on 
which many careers, livelihoods and reput- 
ations depend. Destroy that fantasy world 
and the many good people who maintain it 
would suffer ruin. That cannot be allowed! 


Theory for deception 

A time had to come when all this was 
codified into a theory which presented the 
distortion of the truth as quite legitimate 
political tactics. And what better opportunity 
to accomplish this task than under the 
auspices of ‘New Labour’, the most up-to- 
date exponent of virtual-reality politics? The 
spotlight on this practice has been admirably 
cast in a new book, The Rise of Political 
Lying, by Peter Oborne, a journalist of Tory 
inclinations. Mr. Oborne himself provided a 
concise synopsis of the book in an article, 
‘What’s truth got to do with it?’, which 
appeared in The Spectator on 30th April. The 
article rendered a much-needed service. The 
writer opened by saying:- 


“As his premiership has persisted, many 
of Tony Blair’s statements have ceased to 
be grounded in ordinary, practical, test- 
able fact. It is as if he has departed on an 
epistemological adventure of his own; as 
if truth for the Prime Minister boils down 
to little more than what he believes or 
says at a particular moment. On the eve of 
the Iraq war he told Jeremy Paxman on 
Newsnight: ‘I may be wrong about this 
but it’s what I believe.’ The appeal here 
was ultimately not to evidence, or fact, or 
to documentation and empirical proof. It 
was a simple statement of strength of 
conviction and purity of motive. The 
Prime Minister produced an even more 
remarkable comment 12 months later 


when attempting to explain the failure to 
find weapons of mass destruction in Iraq: 
‘I only know what I believe.’” 


Oborne went on to describe how this 
attitude to truth has become common among 
political manipulators the other side of the 
Atlantic. He related a meeting in the summer 
of 2002 between New York Times writer Ron 
Susskind and a senior adviser at the Bush 
White House. In response to Susskind’s 
challenging questions about the veracity of 
WMD claims, the White House man spoke 
dismissively. Let Susskind take up the story:- 


“The aide said that guys like me were ‘in 
what we call the reality-based commun- 
ity’, which he defined as people who 
‘believe that solutions emerge from your 
judicious study of discernible reality’. I 
nodded and murmured something about 
enlightenment principles and empiricism. 
He cut me off. ‘That’s not the way the 
world really works any more,’ he 
continued. ‘We’re an empire now, and 
when we act we create our own reality. 
And while you’re studying that reality -- 
judiciously as you will — we’ll act again, 
creating other new realities, which you 
can study too, and that’s how things will 
sort out.’” 


The message here is clear. The truth is 
what we decide it will be — because we have 
the power. Of course, if we took the matter 
further we might conclude that Mr. Susskind 
himself represents a paper which, like its 
counterparts in Britain, is ready to engage in 
‘virtual-reality’ politics just as was the White 
House adviser, so that we would then have 
something of a pot-and-kettle situation. 
However, this is to digress. Back to Oborne. 
Reacting to what the White House man said, 
he explains that this type of analysis can be 
traced back to post-modernism, which “has 
become a fashionable orthodoxy among 
teachers of philosophy, and indeed other 
academic disciplines.” And... 


“Post-modernism is one modern mani- 
festation of extreme philosophical scept- 
icism, a tradition which can be traced 
right back to the beginnings of thought 
and the ancient Greek school of Pyrrho. 
This school despaired of the notion that 
truth was accessible and deduced that no 
ultimately stable distinction could be 
drawn between truth and falsehood.” 


In other words, there’s nothing new in all 
this; the Greeks were at it. Well, there is 
scarcely any current philosophical fad of 
which that could not be said; but that doesn’t 
give it legitimacy. We might conclude that, 
while the Greeks had their many cranky 
ideological sects, usually ignored in the 
practice of mainstream politics, what is 
happening now is that the teachings of 
Pyrrho & Co. have become the general 
orthodoxy in modern liberal democracy. It is 
surrealism translated into political form. As 
everyone knows, a key principle of surreal- 
ism is that it is not necessary for the repres-

entation of an object to bear any resemblance 
to the object itself; what matters is the 
perception of the object as seen by the 
observer. Political ‘truth’ is what we want it 
to be in our perceptions, which in turn are 
governed by our ideological world view. 


‘Post-modernism’ 

Oborne describes this approach as ‘post- 
modern’. I am not sure if that is a good 
description but I will not argue with him. He 
traces it back to the French philosopher 
Michel Foucault (1926-84). According to 
Oborne:- 


“Truth was, for Foucault, no more than an 
effect of the rules of discourse, itself a 
highly problematic concept, and for 
Foucault all discourses were equally 
valid. Perception and truth were there to 
be created... Foucault sometimes argued 
that truth was the effect of power 
relations, the expression of dominance, 
whether political, economic or sexual.” 


We have to guess at what is meant by the 
‘rules of discourse’, but it should not be too 
difficult. At any place or time in history there 
is, as Orwell told us, a certain ‘orthodoxy’, 
constituting those opinions which normal 
and respectable people were supposed to 
hold. Contrary opinions need not necessarily 
be ‘banned’ but it was tacitly acknowledged 
as not polite to express them. If the ‘rules of 
discourse’ are those rules which circum- 
scribe what are the decent limits of debate, 
then Foucault could well be correct in saying 
that these determine what, at any place or 
time, is the truth. That at least is the way 
things have been, or largely so, in Foucault’s 
time. 

All discourses equally valid! This sounds 
very much like something out of the hand- 
book of politically correct education. There 
are no moral rights or wrongs, only percep- 
tions which vary from one individual to 
another. Thus the code of a serial rapist is as 
valid as that of a dispenser of the highest 
forms of philanthropy, depending on how 
you see things. Bach and Beethoven are not 
‘superior’ to Snoop Doggy Dog; all are 


equally valid — it’s just a matter of taste! 

Foucault, again, could have been correct 
— factually correct, that is, though not 
morally so — in saying that truth was the 
effect of power relations, the expression of 
dominance. This is simply a more sophis- 
ticated way of saying that if gangsters take 
over a neighbourhood no one dare stand for a 
‘truth’ which defies them! 


Manufactured 


How does this translate into contem- 
porary political thought and practice? Oborne 
goes on to speak of the American philo- 
sopher Richard Rorty, who he says helped 
take the work of Foucault and others of his 
school, including the Jewish Marxist Jacques 
Derrida, across the Atlantic:- 


“Rorty shared the view of the French 
school that truth claims could never be 
incontestably grounded, and argued that 
an alternative way of giving weight to 
words was to construct what he called a 
‘narrative’. This has the effect of shifting 
the emphasis of argument from truths 
which can be verified to ‘narratives’ that 
can be manufactured.” 


This sounds very much like saying that 
because we cannot be absolutely certain of 
the truth lying is OK! ‘Narratives’ clearly 
mean fictional constructs adapted to suit 
what is politically expedient for one’s 
government or party. And this idea most 
certainly seems to have caught on in current 
political circles in Britain. Says Oborne:- 


“Right from the start of the Blair period 

‘narrative’ and ‘discourse’ fascinated 

New Labour intellectuals. Agonisingly 

aware that the British left had become 

associated with degradation and failure, 

New Labour thinkers were fascinated by 

the way the Conservative Party, through 

Margaret Thatcher, had created what they 

saw as a benign myth which carried great 

power in the public mind. The Left 
resolved to create an alternative...” 

The ‘benign myth’ of which Oborne 
speaks is explained in his quotation of a 
passage from an article by Tristram Hunt in 
the New Statesman just after the Tories fell 
in 1997. Hunt had claimed:- 


“It is this use of power to close down 
alternative visions of the past that makes 
the idea of narrative so irresistible to 
politicians. Once the New Right had 
established the idea of British post-war 
decline as the dominant discourse, 
Thatcher’s narrative of neo-liberal renewal 
seemed all the more convincing. The 
self-imposed challenge for New Labour 
appears to be to establish the 1980s as a 
valueless time when there was no such 
thing as society, and boom and bust 
stalked the land.” 


So each party — Labour and Tory — has its 
myths — or, as some would say, its ‘narrat- 
ives’. There was of course some foundation

of truth in the Tory narrative of British 
post-war decline — indeed a considerable 
one. There was also some foundation of truth 
in the New Labour idea that the 1980s were a 
valueless time when there was no such thing 
as society and boom and bust stalked the 
land. But these foundations of truth are 
incidental; they are not crucial to the plot. 
What Hunt seems to have been arguing was 
that the Thatcher ‘narrative’ was enormously 
effective politically and that Labour must 
find a narrative that is equally effective in the 
political sense. To what extent either narrat- 
ive corresponds to reality is not important. 


Mandelson doctrine 

The foremost New Labour strategist in 
the run-up to the 1997 election victory was 
Peter Mandelson, the serpent-like eminence 
grise behind Tony Blair whose hold on the 
Prime Minister does not seem to have dimin- 
ished in consequence of the several scandals 
surrounding his name. Says Oborne of 
Mandelson: “He entertained the proposition 
that truth is independent from reality with an 
alarming enthusiasm.” And he goes on to 
quote Blair’s buddy in an interview with 
Katharine Viner in The Guardian in August 
1997:- 


“If you’re accusing me of getting the truth 
across about what the Government has 
decided to do, that I’m putting the very 
best face or gloss on the Government’s 
policies, that I’m trying to avoid gaffes or 
setbacks and that I’m trying to create the 
truth — if that’s news management, I plead 
guilty.” 

Well of course, if Mandelson was merely 
admitting that it was his job to put “the best 
face or gloss on the Government’s policies” 
or “to avoid gaffes or setbacks” (meaning in 
this case the acknowledgement of gaffes or 
setbacks) he would be owning up to no more 
than it is the job of every politician to do. But 
creating the truth! That is an admission that 
stands wholly apart from and beyond ordin- 
ary political practice. We know that politic- 
ians do it — always have done. But now we 
have reached a stage where it is no longer 
thought necessary to deny such things. On 
the contrary, this Blair guru of public 
relations proudly proclaims it as an achieve- 
ment of his art! 

From this point, Oborne proceeds to list 
numerous examples of the use by politicians 
of the word ‘narrative’ in their various 
reports. We are left guessing whether they 
mean it in the old sense — as a factual 
description of something that has happened — 
or in the new one, as mere New Labour 
‘spin’ intended to fit what the party wants the 
public to believe. It would seem, though, that 
the repeated and frequent employment of the 
term by New Labourites indicates a kind of 
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internal party ‘code’ which officials employ 
in speaking to each other, a figurative ‘wink’ 
which suggests that only they understand 
what they are talking about. Of course, many 
New Labour functionaries are so deficient in 
grey cells that a word only needs to become 
fashionable in party circles and they will 
immediately start parroting it without even 
bothering about its meaning. 

Inevitably, Oborne comes to the role of 
Alastair Campbell in all this wool-pulling. In 
the article he spotlights Campbell’s creation 
of a Whitehall post called ‘Head of Story 
Development’, a title more suggestive of 
fictional script-writing for the movie industry 
than the collection and supply of inform- 
ation. Who and what was the HSD? Campbell 
explained:- 


“What that means is somebody who takes 
a brief, an issue — as I say, we are talking 
about different themes that we are trying 
to pursue — and then turns it into a product 
that might be of interest to the media. 
That is what they do.” 


Thus the official’s role is one of supply- 
ing interesting ‘stories’ rather than verifiable 
facts. As Oborne comments:- 


“This new environment meant that 
anything that got in the way of Downing 
Street, whether an inconvenient statistic 
or an annoying piece of Whitehall 
convention, was bypassed or suppressed. 
Alastair Campbell and Tony Blair were 
justified and sanctioned by their privil- 
eged access to a higher vision. They felt 
free to treat the facts in a contingent 
manner, use them as instruments to an 
end, make misleading statements and 
recount false and sometimes laboriously 
elaborated accounts of events because 
they were so utterly confident in the 
virtuousness of their motives. The facts

became what they said they were, and the 
rules were the ones which suited them. By 
the start of the 21st century the destruc- 
tion of Whitehall procedures had created 
the near-perfect laboratory for the radical 
New Labour epistemology to flourish.” 


Of course, the dominant event of the 
period in which this was all going on was the 
war in Iraq, and it was the Campbell-Blair 
‘narrative’ that prepared the ground for 
British involvement in that war. Here is 
highlighted an important difference between 
the debatable ethics of national realpolitik, 
as coined by Bismarck and not infrequently 
employed by Britain in the heyday of its 
imperial power, and the undoubted ‘anti- 
ethics’ of New Labour today. All statesmen 
understand that there are times when vital 
national interests require a departure from 
rules considered normal and decent when 
applied to conduct between individuals; and 
such a departure will occasionally involve 
economies with the truth — no more of a 
reprehensible practice than the use of decep- 
tion by a commander on the field of battle. 


Institutionalising dishonesty 

But what we have here is the institution- 
alising of dishonesty in the service solely of 
a political ideology and party — and the 
careers of those who have battened onto 
them for their own ignoble purposes. Lies 
were employed on a grand scale to embroil 
the nation in a military adventure in Iraq, not 
in any vital national interest but wholly 
contrary to every national interest. This 
compounds the wickedness of the lies a 
thousand times over. 

But that’s not all. Lies in politics, from 
being an occasionally necessary evil the 
name of which dare not be spoken, have 
become elevated to a doctrine of common 
acceptability throughout the political world, 
legitimate in use by small-time political 
jobbers as much as by senior functionaries of 
state dealing with grave issues of national 
survival. It is like providing little children 
with fireworks in the proximity of oil refin- 
eries and telling them it is quite all right to 
set them off if they want to. 

Clearly, this quite bare-faced rational- 
ising of the lie represents a new low in our 
political life; but because of how low things 
are already it is not likely to cause any great 
national outrage. It will merely be seen as the 
removal of a layer of hypocrisy, much as 
liberals applaud the open flaunting of homo- 
sexual practices by contrast to the Victorian 
habit of keeping them in the closet. Coming 
conversation in the corridors of power: “Isn’t 
it far better that we openly admit we’re liars, 
twisters and deceivers rather than pretend 
we’re honest people?” Or: “See that fellow 
over there. He’s a real dinosaur. He actually 
still believes that politicians should tell the 
truth!” 

Such is the spirit of these times. 


THERE are two facts central to the under- 
standing of politics. One is the importance 
of self-esteem in human behaviour; the 
other is that social structures in modern 
society necessarily take a pyramidal, or 
hierarchical, form, thereby giving some 
people a higher status than others. All 
serious debate about the social order is 
therefore about the criteria which should 
determine the different levels in society 
and the people who occupy them. The 
hierarchy (vulgarly ‘pecking order‘) devel- 
ops over centuries of a nation’s history, 
incorporating such elements as _ race, 
dynastic inheritance, wealth, military 
power and education. In other countries 
there are other deeply rooted distinctions, 
such as the caste system in India and the 
tribal divisions of Africa. 

But whatever other factors are involved, 
race is the common denominator which 
cements the structure into a national identity 
and gives it stability, regardless of relatively 
superficial changes in the social order. 

There are, however, movements which 
seek to establish a world-wide social order 
based on their own order of priorities, for 
example Capitalism (wealth); Marxism (redis- 
tribution); Islam (religion); Zionism (race/ 
religion); Socialism (social engineering); and 
Nationalism (race, history, tradition). These 
movements ceaselessly contend for power 
and influence in the modem world and 
coalesce into parties as we know them. 

Some — a minority — of those involved in 
movements for change are driven by ideology 
and altruism, with constructive ideas about 
social justice, economic prosperity, cultural 
excellence and efficient government. And 
however much we may disagree with their 
ideologies, we are bound to respect the 
genuine altruism in their motivation. But a far 
greater number — and most of those at the 
militant extremes of these movements — 
exhibit the antithesis of altruism, a condition 


which here | will describe as the RPI 
Syndrome — Rationalisation of Personal 
Inadequacy. 


Rationalisation in this (psychological) 
context means advancing spurious explan- 
ations for failure or irrational behaviour. The 
malcontent, unable or unwilling to accept 
personal responsibility for his situation, 
seizes upon any ‘explanation’ which protects 
his own self-esteem, at whatever cost to 
other people. Characteristically, he comes to 
regard himself as a victim of unfair discrim- 
ination or prejudice; thus the management 
system, or ‘establishment’ is seen as a 
conspiracy to be resisted and brought down 
by any means available. 

This attitude flavours the person’s every 
reaction to events, and certainly determines 
his political leanings. Merit, he contends, has 
nothing to do with his status in society; it is 
society which is wrong and has to change in 
order to give proper recognition and more 
elevated status to his kind. Needless to say, 
such people are the rank and file of 
‘Rentamob’; the ‘demo’ is their favourite, and 
more often than not only, mode of political 
activism, since it relies on numbers and 
noise, not force of argument. Hence the

Scargill-type rabble-rousers, CND marchers, 


‘anti-racist’ ranters and Live-Aid worthies 
basking in publicity these days. They all 
demonstrate the fact that, with few excep- 
tions, political rationality is inversely propor- 
tional to the number of people involved in 
public agitation in whatever cause applies. 


COMMON CAUSE 


It is therefore entirely predictable that all 
manner of left-wing agitators find common 
cause with immigrants, likewise resentful of 
their ‘disadvantaged’ status in society. That 
status, in their warped perspectives, has 
nothing to do with the facts of human 
difference, nationhood, patriotism and loyalty 
to kinfolk; it arises instead from ‘racism’ and 
‘xenophobia’. Thus any assertion of British 
patriotism is seen by such people as 
‘triumphalism’ intended to threaten and 
humiliate them. Meanwhile of course, they 
insist on asserting their own traditions and 
allegiances at whatever cost to the indig- 
enous population’s feelings and traditions. 

It is clearly beyond the comprehension of 
many of these people that social status 
anywhere in the world is governed primarily 
by racial kinship, all other factors being 
transient and secondary. Multi-racialist legis- 
lation can no more confer real — i.e. equal- 
status — citizenship on aliens than it can 
change the colour of their skins: they will 
remain pseudo-citizens and they know it; 
hence their abiding antipathy to the indigen-

ous population. As the saying goes, home is 
where the heart is, and while the bodies of 
immigrants may crowd our towns and cities 
their hearts are elsewhere while ours will 
never be anywhere but here. 


NUMBERS VERSUS ARGUMENT 


What emerges from any but the most 
superficial study of political behaviour, there- 
fore, is a conflict between altruism and self- 
interest (the RP] Syndrome), in which weight 
of numbers is apt to count for more than force 
of argument and genuine idealism. Left-wing 
agitators wish to ‘redistribute’ other people's 
wealth (though rarely ever their own), while 
alien agitators wish to replace the indigenous 
culture with their own. Both are driven not by 
philanthropic idealism but by sullen resent- 
ment, occasionally erupting into violent anti- 
social behaviour. Unwanted immigrants know 
in their hearts that their presence will always 
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be resented by the indigenous population, 
regardless of all the ‘inclusive’ posturing by 
renegade politicians and leftist agitators. And 
the fact that they choose to regard our loyalty 
and patriotism as bigotry is no more 
surprising than the thief’s attitude to other 
people’s property. 

The RPI Syndrome thus rears its head in 
all such political agitation, driven by resent- 
ment of personal status in the present social 
order. For unwanted immigrants it literally 
“goes with the territory.” For native left-wing 
agitators it is a substitute for genuine political 
reform; their ‘power-to-the-people’ rhetoric 
only means power to people like themselves. 
Meanwhile, the genuine frontiersmen of polit- 
ical reform are marked by their selfless devot- 
ion and loyalty to kith and kin and the best 
traditions of their race and nation. They don't 
need to concoct spurious ‘reasons’ for the 
self-evident facts of human nature, evolution 
and history; that is for people unable or 
unwilling to accept their own place in the 
scheme of things. Hence the contrast 
between disciplined celebrations of race and 
nation and the mindless agitations of Renta- 
mob: the one celebrating something greater 
than self, the other merely exploiting any 
opportunity to vent personal resentments. 

But do not make the mistake of confining 
exemplars of the RP! Syndrome to the lowest 
levels in contemporary society. It is just as 
evident in those self-regarding politicians 
who, feeling themselves undervalued by their 
own country, try to cloak their resentments in 
supra-national schemes of pseudo-philan- 
thropy like the European Union, the ‘global 
village‘, Aid to Africa, etc. Properly despised 
as ‘lifeboat politicians’, such people are easily 
recognised by their evident belief that 
altruism, like charity, always begins some- 
where else. 
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A defeat 


WHAT does the town of Reading suggest 
to you? Like me, you may have thought 
of it as being in much the same category 
as Slough or Swindon: a boring place 
largely consisting of acres of light indus- 
try and endless rows of anonymous 
suburbia. 

However, in Blair’s seedy and barbaric 
Britain, Reading has at last become ‘inter- 
esting’. I hasten to add that the word ‘inter- 
esting’ is only meant within the context of 
the Chinese curse: ‘May you live in inter- 
esting times.’ 

In early May, two young girls were 
found in Reading’s Prospect Park: one — 
Mary-Ann Leneghan — was dead and the 
other was just alive after being shot in the 
head. Both had been kidnapped from out- 
side a derelict pub in an area known to be 
frequented by immigrant gangsters, raped 
and then dumped in the park. 

The whole background to the case was 
redolent of a nightmarish town of crack- 
houses, drug addicts, gun-toting Yardies and 
enforced prostitution that would have been 
unimaginable to anyone not so many years 
ago. 

Even if — possibly — this was not in the 
strictest sense a racially motivated attack, 
the abduction and murder were indeed a 
consequence of importing criminality. Just a 
couple of years ago, 83 Jamaican criminals 
from the Reading area were deported. It is a 
sobering thought that if this pair of girls had 
been brought up as nasty ‘racists’, one 
might still be alive and the other might not 
have suffered extreme trauma. 

The situation has become so bad that 
even Scotland Yard Assistant Commiss- 
ioner Tarique Ghaffur — himself a Ugandan 
Asian — has warned of organised criminal 
gangs operating within immigrant commun- 
ities. Indeed some of these criminals engage 
in inter-ethnic battles with each other for a 
slice of some illegal enterprise or other. We 
must be quite mad to put up with this state 
of affairs. 


KEEPING THE LID DOWN 


The operatives of the élite media, of 
course, do their best to keep a lid on any 
free discussion of these, shall we say, minor 
drawbacks of ‘diversity’, and there is also 
the Public Order Act to provide a final limit 
on free speech. Who knows, even a 
measured and balanced statement such as 
this one from historian Robert Skidelsky 
may one day — perhaps quite soon — fall foul 
of the anti-free speech regulations:- 


“The White Man’s Burden, which had 
never been more than a phrase in

rants and to the ‘natives’ in this strange 
reversal of history.” 


Incidentally, Skidelsky is now a New 
Labour peer, and would probably not like to 
be reminded of the above bit of writing! The 
salient point to make is that press and TV 
attempt to inculcate a guilt complex by 
underemphasing racially motivated attacks 
in one direction, while overemphasing them 
in the other direction.

Thus the worst racially motivated 
murder of recent years — that of Kriss 
Donald in Glasgow — was almost complet- 
ely ignored merely because the victim was 
white.

As with Clinton and Blair, the CBI 
Director’s money and security guards are 
there to protect and shield him from the 
nastier edges of ‘diversity’ as experienced 
by Kriss Donald and Mary-Ann Leneghan. 

Such renegades are both much more 
culpable and much more dangerous than all 
the Yardies in Britain put together.

The voters of France and the Nether- 
lands really gave a strong message to the 
advocates of a European — and later global — 
plantation, and the response to their action 
was a Satisfying loud yelp of discomfort 
from some of the usual suspects. 

In America, leading neo-con Thomas 
Friedman complained that the result was 
“one giant snub to President Jacques Chirac, 
European integration, immigration, Turkish 
membership in the EU and all the forces of 
globalization eating away at Europe’s 
welfare states. It is interesting because 
French voters are trying to preserve a 35- 
hour work week in a world where Indian 
engineers are ready to work a 35-hour day.

As Friedman indicates, the voters of 
France and Holland had had enough. They 
said no to more globalization, more immig- 
ration, more export of jobs and further 
dismantling of social provisions. Incident- 
ally, the piqued reaction shows just how 
right and essential it was for this treaty to be 
rejected. A further provision of the integ- 
ration agreement would have been the 
creation of a Euro Army, virtually bound to 
attack whatever target the twisted brain of 
US-Israel should happen to think up next. 

Elie Cohen, Director of Research at the 
French National Centre for Scientific 
Research, commented that the referendum 
result was “an earthquake, a major historical 
event... the French people have sent a 
terrifying message. France’s political scene 
is pulverised. Both major parties are dis- 
credited and in disarray.” 

Well, they certainly deserve it. Did these

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THE constant banging on about the Second World 
War, the incessant diet of war programmes on the 
satellite History Channel (known to many as the 
‘Hitler Channel’), and the continual emphasis on 
German ‘war guilt’, suffered a welcome backlash in 
early May 2005. When it came to ‘celebrating’ the 
60th anniversary of the end of the war, many on the 
Right in Germany (now a sizeable minority) were 
marching with banners saying: “We have nothing to 
celebrate.” 


It is about time that the question of war crimes was 
put into perspective, with more consideration given to 
what the constant German-bashing must be doing to 
the feelings of the younger Germans who are paid-up, 
politically correct, law-abiding members of the EU, and 
have been for years. They don’t deserve to have the 
Holocaust rammed down their throats year after year. It 
looks as if we Brits —- the main exponents of this contin- 
ual harping — have so little to be proud of nowadays that 
we seek to relive the glories of the past (real and 
imagined) at the expense of the hapless Germans: like 
kicking a man when he is down. 


The Germans are at last beginning to reassert them- 
selves on this issue as a matter of historical justice. 
German President Horst Kohler, in a speech in May, 
spelled out to the world that the German people also 
suffered during the war, and during its long-running 
totalitarian aftermath. 


He referred to the hundreds of thousands who died in 
foreign prisons, the tens of thousands of women who 
were sent to Soviet forced labour camps and the millions 
of others who were made homeless, and the thousands 
who were killed in the merciless allied bombing raids on 
- German cities that took place when the Nazis were all 
but defeated, and which many even in Britain consider 
tantamount to war crimes. 


He could also have mentioned the tens of thousands 
of ordinary Wehrmacht soldiers, who were not war 
criminals but were merely doing their patriotic duty, 
who became POWs in Russia after their defeats in 
Stalingrad in 1942 and Kursk in 1943. Most of them 
were so brutally treated that only a few hundred 
returned home to Germany after the war in one piece. 


Historians like Antony Beevor and Max Hastings have 


' written blockbusters about the horrifying slaughter, 
pillage and rape that took place when the Red Army 
(with whom we Brits had a wartime alliance) raided 
German villages as they made their drunken rampaging 
way across the frontier in the wake of the retreating 
Wehrmacht, something that was first graphically docu- 
mented (but conveniently ignored by the left-leaning 
establishment in Britain) by Jurgen Thorwald in his 
Flight in the Winter (1953). 


SOVIET BRUTALITY 


Beevor also points out that Russians and other East 
Europeans, and not just Germans, were on the receiving 
end of Red Army raping brutality, with thousands of 
Russian soldiers also shot by their own side, not for war 
crimes but for ‘cowardice’ and ‘anti-Soviet treachery’. 
Tens of thousands more were liquidated by Stalin as 
‘traitors’ at the end of the war as, having been POWs, 
they were returned to Russia from Germany. Many were 
forced back to Russia by British officers at the point of 
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guns, a war-crime scandal that at one time besmirched 
the reputation of former PM Harold Macmillan. 


The Second World War took place as a result of 
Britain declaring hostilities against Germany, not the 
other way round. So the aftermath of the war, including 
the communist enslavement of Europe, must partly be

with Finland and Yugoslavia becoming client states — 
until the wretched communist system imploded during 
the two years 1989-91. 


STALIN’S WAR 


Revisionist historians are now claiming that the 
Second World War was Stalin’s war, a thesis first put 
forward by Ernst Topitsch in 1987. Topitsch’s interpret- 
ation was that the sly Stalin ran rings round Hitler and 
exploited his obsessions (and his good luck in getting 
away with his adventurism), and made Hitler look 
careless and amateurish. Stalin allowed him to attack 
Russia knowing that Hitler would be defeated in a war 
on two fronts, and the ensuing takeover of Eastern 
Europe could be done without too much criticism, since 
Stalin could claim he helped defeat a hated tyrant with 
the aid of his ‘democratic’ allies. 


There is no doubt in my mind that the Nazis can be 
blamed for horrific war crimes, and I do not mean to 
downplay the courage of our own troops in fighting what 
many thought to be a just war. The late historian Alan 
Bullock puts the ‘best calculation’ for victims of the 
‘Final Solution’ at between 4.2 and 4.6 million. But, in 
the interests of historical truth, although Hitler and 
Goebbels were implicated in the Holocaust, and incrim- 
inated themselves with constant anti-Semitic ranting, 
the documentary evidence for a premeditated extermin- 
ation policy in which the entire German population were 
accomplices (as suggested by some American Jewish 
authors) is hard to come by. The supposed Wannsee 
conference of 1942, where the Final Solution was said to 


have been planned by top Nazis, was not even 
mentioned in Bullock’s classic Hitler book, nor in 
others. The anecdotal evidence for this comes from 
Adolph Eich- mann at his war crimes trial in Jerusalem 
in 1961. 


In should also be remembered that the Nazi criminal 
elements were confined largely to Heinrich Himmler’s 
SS, who ran the concentration camps with his hench- 
men such as Reinhard Heydrich. Many of Himmler’s 
victims were worked to death on the ‘revenge weapons’ 
programme, or died of starvation and disease. Other 
evidence of war crimes comes from affidavits presented 
to the Nuremberg tribunal by commandants at the 
various concentration camps. 


GERMAN ARMY NOT CRIMINALS 


The conscript German army, and most of the Nazi top 
brass, were not implicated in war crimes, although | 
several of Hitler’s generals were executed by the Allies 
for “waging an aggressive war.” Yet the German high 
command themselves suffered massive losses of man- 
power in the most horrendously brutal battles against 
the Soviets on the Eastern Front by equally ‘aggressive’ 
foes. 


In several books on Himmler and the SS I have read — 
in particular those by Franz Gruber, Manvell and 
Fraenkel and Peter Padfield, I have found it hard going 
to try to work out how many Nazi victims were involved, 
who they were and how they died, or where the docu- 
mentary evidence comes from. Nowhere have I seen in 
print the bald statement: “Six million Jews died in gas 
chambers.” 


Now there are more books and articles about the 
horrendous mass murders that took place under Soviet 
and Asiatic communism — probably 40 million in the | 
USSR and another 80 million in Asia. But President 
Putin and his predecessors have never been called upon 
to apologise for enslaving the ex-Soviet states, let alone 
apologise for Soviet war crimes; nor have Soviet crimes 
ever come before any international tribunal. Many 
believe this is largely because of the left’s ideological 
sympathy with communism, and the glossing over of its 
misdemeanours. 

But what is done is done, and guilt is always personal 
rather than collective or historical. Present-day 
Russians, Japanese and Chinese should not have to 
apologise for what happened in history, since the people 
themselves in most cases had no control over events, or 
weren’t even born when they occurred. 


The Germans have been unfairly picked on, and 
made to feel so guilt-laden and demoralised that German 
tourists are actually relieved to be mistaken for Austrians 
or Swiss! Their guilt feelings have made them submerge 
themselves all too willingly into the EU, which ironic- 
ally shows all the signs of becoming another Soviet 
Union. If we had been more sparing of German sensibil- 
ities, and harped less on the dangers of ‘nationalism’, 
then the EU might never have come into existence.

THE Middle Ages are frequently 
associated with backwardness, 
tyranny and poverty: a period in 
which life was hard and short. Not- 
withstanding the absence of techno- 
logical benefits in the fields of 
medicine and science, this was in 
reality an age in which prosperity 
and happiness were abundant and 
widely diffused. 

The litmus test of any successful 
civilisation is the financial arrangements 
which prevail in its economic life. Are the 
means of exchange — that is money and 
credit — issued by the state for the sole 
benefit of its inhabitants, or are they 
controlled and manipulated by private 
bankers for their own enrichment and the 
enslavement of the people? 

In mediaeval England state finances 
were firmly in the hands of the king, but 
prior to 1290 they were in the grip of a 
group of marauding moneylenders. 

The laws against usury before the 
arrival of William the Conqueror in 1066 
were very strict. In 899 King Alfred (871- 
99) directed that the property of usurers be 
forfeited, while in 1050 Edward the 
Confessor (1042-66) decreed not only 
forfeiture but that a usurer be declared an 
outlaw and banished for life. 

These wise laws were abandoned when 
the Normans defeated the English at 
Hastings on October 14th 1066. William I 
(1066-87) was accompanied by a party of 
Jewish settlers, who had been resident in 
Rouen, Normandy, since Roman times. 
Circumstantial evidence indicates that 
these Jews had provided financial support 
for William’s military campaign in return 
for the right to practise usury in England 
under royal protection. 

It was, however, William’s son Rufus 
(1087-1100) who actively permitted these 
Jews to engage in lending money at 
interest — a venture in which he initia11ly 
took a 50 per cent share of the profits. In 
order to pay the interest on loans advanced 
to the Crown, Rufus was obliged to tax the 
populace, which engendered much resent- 
ment towards him. The Encyclopaedia 
Britannica provides a vivid description of 
this odious man:- 


“In appearance William II was unatt- 
ractive: bullnecked, with sloping 
shoulders, extremely corpulent and 
awkward in his gait. His long locks and 
clean-shaven face marked his predil- 
ection for the newfangled fashions 
which contemporary ecclesiastics were 
never weary of denouncing. His 
features were strongly marked and 
coarse, his eyes grey and deeply set; he 
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owed his nickname (Rufus) to the fiery 
hue of his complexion. He stuttered 
violently and in moments of passion 
was almost inarticulate. His familiar 
conversation was witty and_blas- 
phemous. He was surrounded by a 
circle of vicious parasites, and no 
semblance of decorum was maintained

statute, many of them engaged in coin- 
clipping, that is filing and clipping the 
edges of coins and putting them back into 
circulation as clipped coins. The filings and 
clippings were then melted into bullion. A 
similar fraud they perpetrated was the 
plating of tin with silver and then selling it 
as silverplate. 


Incensed by alien practice 
Another practice which incensed the 

English merchants was the custom of 

Jewish traders of selling a whole range of 


mined the guilds. 

The moneylenders charged princes and 
other noblemen interest rates of at least 33 
per cent per annum on lands which they 
had mortgaged. The working class, who 
pledged their tools of trade or chattels, 
were expected to pay rates of up to 300 per 
cent per annum. Not unexpectedly, within 
two generations one quarter of all English 
lands were in the ownership of Jewish 
usurers. 

The allegations of ritual murder of 
pre-adolescent Christian boys around the 
time of the Jewish Passover, or Pesach, 
added greatly to the general clamour that 
all Jews should be removed from England. 

In 1233 the Statiitim de Jiidéismo 
restricted the lending activities of the 
Jewish money-lenders, and in 1275 a 
statute abolished all forms of usury. An 
extract from the latter statute reads as 
follows:- 


“Forasmuch as the King hath seen that 
divers evils and the disinheriting of 
good men of his land have happened by 
the usuries which the Jews have made 
in time past, and that divers sins have 
followed thereupon that he and his 
ancestors have received much benefit 
from the Jewish people in all times 
past, nevertheless, for the honour of 
God and the common benefit of the 
people, the King hath ordained and 
established that from henceforth no 
Jew shall lend anything at usury 
either upon land or upon other 
thing (writer’s emphasis). 

“And that no usuries shall run in time 
coming from the feast of St. Edward 
last past. Notwithstanding the coven- 
ants before made shall be observed, 
saving that the usuries shall cease. But 
all those who owe debts to Jews upon 
pledge of moveables shall acquit them 
between this and Easter; if not they 
shall be forfeited. And if any Jew shall 
lend at usury contrary to this Ordin- 
ance, the King will not lend his aid, 
neither by himself or his officers for the 


recovering of his loan; but will punish 
him at his discretion for the offence 
and will do justice to the Christian that 
he may obtain his pledges again. 

“And that the distress for debts due 
unto the Jews from henceforth shall 
not be so grievous but that the moiety 
of lands and chattels of the Christians 
shall remain for their maintenance; 
and that no distress shall be made for a 
Jewry debt upon the heir of the debtor 
named in the Jew’s deed, nor upon any 
other person holding the land that was 
the debtor’s before that the debt be put 
in suit and allowed in court.” 


Finally, in 1290 on July 18th a statute 
was passed by King Edward I (1272-1307) 
and the House of Commons compelling all 
Jews* to leave England for ever by 
November ist of that year. Any Jews who 
remained in the kingdom after that date 
were liable to be executed. 

The announcement of the expulsion 
was greeted with great joy and jubilation 
throughout the land. Unlike with the 
modern practice of ethnic cleansing, the 
Jews after paying a tax of 1/15th of the 
value of their moveables and 1/10th of 
their specie were permitted to leave with 
all their goods and chattels. 


National finances 

With the banishment of the money- 
lenders and the abolition of usury, we may 
observe how the finances of the English 
nation were practised at the different 
levels of society. 

For the individual who wished to buy a 
house costing, say, £100 he would be 
required to make a down-payment of £10 
and negotiate a loan of £90 from a bank. 
He would own 10 per cent of the house and 
the bank would own the remaining 90 per 
cent. Rent would be payable on the house 
of which 10 per cent would accrue to 
himself and the balance of 90 per cent to 
the bank. The following year he would pay 
the bank a further instalment of 10 per 
cent, reducing the bank’s.ownership to 80 
per cent and the amount of rent payable to 
it. These instalments would be continued 
until he owned 100 per cent of the 
property. 

In the event of the buyer defaulting on 
his rent payments he would be evicted. 
However, he could never lose that portion 
of the house he had paid for and would 
continue to receive rent on it. House price 
inflation was not a factor during this era, 
as the rate of inflation was zero — as it 
should be in any normal society which 
does not practise usury. 

A business loan would be agreed on the 
following terms:- 

A fishing captain of sufficient years’ 
experience who wished to purchase his 
own boat would approach a bank for a 
loan. He would buy a boat, which would 


belong to the bank. The bank would pay 
him a salary. After one year he would have 
the option to buy 10 per cent of the boat 
and receive 10 per cent of the profits. This 
procedure would continue until he owned 
100 per cent of the boat. If, for example, 
after two years the bank decided to cancel 
the agreement because the captain was 
doing a poor job, he would still retain his 
20 per cent share. In the event of the boat 
sinking, the insurance would cover it. The 
essence of this contract was that it was fair 
to both sides and that risk was equally 
shared by both borrower and lender. 


The tally stick 


The finances of the English Crown 
from 1290 onwards were centred around 
what was known as the ‘tally stick’. This 
ancient instrument of finance, known to 
the Saracens and possibly also to the 
Chinese, is derived from the Latin word 
tallia, meaning a stick. A tally stick was 
made out of hazel, willow or boxwood 
because these woods split easily. They 
were usually eight inches in length (from 
forefinger to thumb) and half an inch wide, 
although they could be up to eight feet 
long. 

The denominations were indicated by 
differently sized cuts in the wood. A 
thousand pounds was marked by cutting 
out the thickness of the palm of a hand, 
one hundred pounds by the breadth of the 
little finger, one pound that of a swelling 
barleycorn, shillings somewhat less; and 
pence were marked by incisions. The payee 
was recorded on the flat sides. 

When all the details had been recorded 
on the tally it was split nearly to the 
bottom, so that one part retained a stump, 
or handle, on which a hole would be bored. 
This was known as the counter-tally, or 
counterfoi1, and was held on a rod at the 
Exchequer. The flat strip (without the 
stump) was given to the payee. As no two 
pieces of wood are identical, it was imposs- 
ible to forge a tally stick. 

Tally sticks were first introduced during 
the reign of King Henry I (1100-35) and 
would remain in circulation until 1783. It 
was, however, during the period 1290- 
1485 that tallies would reach their apogee 
and constitute the principal means of state 
finance. Tallies were used not only to pay 
state salaries, but to finance major items of 
infrastructure, such as construction of the 
wall of the City of London, public buildings 
and ports. 

The exact amount of tallies in circul- 
ation during this period is not known, but 
as late as 1694 £17 million worth were still 
in existence. This was a prodigious sum, as 
the King’s annual budget rarely exceeded 
£2.5 million, and a labourer earned only a 
penny a day. 

With very few taxes, no state debt and 
no interest to pay, a contented and pros- 


perous life was enjoyed by all the 
inhabitants of England. A labourer could 
provide for all the necessities his family 
required. People were well clothed in good 
woollen cloth and had plenty of meat and 
bread. 

Houston Stewart Chamberlain, the 
German-domiciled British philosopher, 
confirms these living conditions in The 
Foundations of the 19th Century:- 


“In the thirteenth century, when the 
Teutonic races began to build up their 
new world, the agriculturist over 
nearly the whole of Europe was a 
freer man, with a more assured 
existence, than he is_ to-day 
(writer’s emphasis): copyhold was the 
rule, so that England, for example — 
today a seat of landlordism — was even 
in the fifteenth century almost entirely 
in the hands of hundreds of thousands 
of farmers, who were not only legal 
owners of their land but possessed, in 
addition, far-reach- ing free rights to 
common pastures and woodlands.” 


The average labourer in those days 
worked only 14 weeks a year and, not 
surprisingly, there were 160 to 180 
holidays a year. According to Lord Lever- 
hulme, a writer on that period, “The men 
of the 15th century were very well paid.” In 
fact they were so well paid that it would 
only be by the late 19th century that a 
worker’s wages equalled the buying power 
of those of the mediaeval period. 


Visitor observes prosperity 

An Italian traveller visiting England in 
the reign of King Henry VII (1485-1509) 
gives a glimpse of the prosperity he found 
in London:- 


“ ... in one single street, named Strada 
(Cheapside), leading to St. Paul’s, there 
are fifty-two goldsmiths’ shops, so rich 
and full of silver vessels, great and 
small, that in all the shops in Milan, 
Rome, Venice and Florence put 
together I do not think there would be 
found so many of the magnificence 
that are to be seen in London.” 


The large amount of free time available 
enabled the English country folk to in- 
dulge in fishing, hunting, hawking and 
snaring, while studying and reading were 
popular in the winter months. This ex- 
plains why this period has always been 
known as ‘Merrie England‘. Shakespeare 
described England as being... 


“This royal throne of kings, this 
scepter’d isle, This earth of majesty, 
this seat of Mars, 

“This other Eden, demi-Paradise...” 


A feature of mediaeval life in England 
was the prominent role which religion 
played. With a population of only five 
million, some 100,000 pilgrims would be 
visiting Canterbury Cathedral and other

ation formed an integral part of their 
devotions. 

The nation’s wealth could be seen in 
the beautiful Gothic cathedrals, which 
were erected throughout the land. Many of 
them were built with the help of voluntary 
labour. G.M. Treveiyan, the social histor- 
ian, writes that... 


“The continuous but ever-moving 
tradition of ecclesiastical architecture 
still proceeded on its majestic way, 
filling England with towering forests of

Critics might raise the objection that 
during this epoch England was involved in 
the Hundred Years’ War (1337-1453). 
However, many of these battles were little 
more than large-scale archery contests, 
and none was fought on English soil. The 
English crossbowman was the most skilled 
exponent of this type of warfare. At Agin- 
court, October 25th 1415, the principal 
battle of that war, contemporary estimates 
of English casualties range from 14 to

Proscriptions a

In the May 2005 edition of the BNP 
general members’ bulletin British Nation- 
alist there appeared an item headed ‘Pro- 
scription notices’. This announced that three 
persons, Peter Shaw, Ian Edward and John 
Tyndall, had been officially ‘proscribed’ by 
the party and that this meant that no party 
members were allowed to have any contact 
whatever with these people.

We have obtained professional legal 
advice on this matter and have been assured 
that no corporate body, whether it be polit- 
ical party, trade union, society, company or 
club, can lawfully include in its rules of 
association any clause which forbids its 
members/employees to have contact with 
any persons, that matter being entirely one 
of individual choice. A proscription of 
organisations is permissible; and that 
means that the member of a corporate body 
may be forbidden by its rules to join, or 
participate in a meeting or other activity of, 
a proscribed organisation. Such proscrip- 
tions cannot, however, possibly apply to 
contact with individuals on a personal level. 

In the event of BNP members having 
personal contact with the people listed 
above, or any other people subject to such a 
‘proscription’, and their being given any 
disciplinary punishment as a result, no civil 
court in the land would ever uphold such a 
punishment; on the contrary, such a court 
would order that that punishment be made 
null and void.

THE PENAL CODE 


Such was the fertile ground for the 
introduction of the Article 261 bis to the

@ He who for this same end organises, 
promotes or takes part in propaganda 
activities ... 

@ He who in public by means of the 
spoken word, writings, pictorial descrip- 
tions, gestures, acts of violence and in 
any other manner degrades and dis- 
criminates in a way that infringes the 
human dignity of a person or group of 
persons because of their racial, ethnic 
or religious relationship, or who for one 
of these reasons denies, grossly mini- 
mises or tries to justify a genocide or 
other crimes against humanity ... 

@ He who refuses a service offered to the 
general public to a person or a group of 
persons because of their racial, ethnic 
or religious relationship ... 


.. Will be punished with jail or with a 
fine. (This wording has been published in 
Spearhead, No. 301, March 1994, page 
15, Letters). 

In its issue No. 376 of June 2000, 
Spearhead published an article entitled 
‘Political witch-hunt in Switzerland’ 
dealing with the political trial against Mr. 
Gaston-Armand Amaudruz, the editor of 


the monthly news-letter Courrier du 
Continent (P.O.Box 5694, CH-1002 
Lausanne, Switzerland). 

A similar trial dealing with ‘thought 
crime’ took place on 1st March 2005 at 
ChAatel-Saint-Denis (Canton of Fribourg). 
The culprit was Mr. René-Louis Berclaz, 
aged 54, the secretary of the now 
dissolved association Vérité et Justice 
(Truth and Justice) and editor of the 
monthly information bulletin bearing the 
same name. The president of this assoc- 
iation was the well-known Swiss author 
and historical revisionist Jurgen Graf, one

In 
his bulletin he 
was asking 
some awk- 
ward questions 
regarding the 
authenticity of 
the ‘Holocaust. 
He told the 
court: “I don’t 
deny the Holo- 
caust and the 
existence of the gas-chambers either. | 
just demand a historical debate on these 
topics.” (reported in the Swiss daily paper 
Le Temps of 2nd March 2005). 

In issue No. 31 (July 2004) of Vérité et 
Justice Berclaz published the famous 
speech delivered in 1869 by Rabbi 
Reichhorn in Prague at the tomb of the 
grand Rabbi Simeon Ben Jehuda, basing 
what he said on a book published by Sir 
John Readcliff, Compte-rendu des 
événements politico-historiques 
survenus dans les dix derniéres années. 
(The minutes of the politico-historical 
events during the past ten years). This 
speech can be considered a forerunner 
to the famous Protocols of the Learned 
Elders of Zion. 

In No. 33 of October 2004 Berclaz 
wrote: “The immunity of the Jews against 
any criticism. Prior to 1945, criticising the 
Jews was permitted. Nowadays, it’s no 
longer the case. The slightest criticism of 
Jewish power and arrogance - e.g. 
mentioning the considerable influence of 
the Jews in the occidental mass media, 
the amazingly large number of high-rank- 
ing Jewish officials in the governments of

OFFENDING PAMPHLETS 


In 2000 Mr. Berclaz published two 
pamphlets:- 

First, there was Contre-rapport 
Bergier, anatomie d’une falsification 
d’histoire (Countering the Bergier Report: 
anatomy of a falsification of history). This 
report was ordered by the Swiss Govern- 
ment as a result of pressure exerted by 
the World Jewish Congress; it deals with 
the Swiss policy during World War Il, em- 
phasizing the negative points only in 
order to extort huge compensation for 
alleged misdeeds. 

Then there was Proces Amaudruz 
(See Spearhead No. 376, June 2000). For 
this ‘crime’ Mr. Berclaz was sentenced in 
May 2002 to eight months’ imprisonment. 
As a result of a previous suspended 
prison sentence of four months in 1998 
that has now become effective, and a 
subsequent reduction on appeal, Berclaz 
was expected to go to jail for 10 months. 
He nevertheless continued his activities, 
but finally fled to Serbia-Monte- negro, 
whence he produced and mailed Vérité 
et Justice. 

Due to the fact that in November 
2004 the authorities of the Canton of 
Fribourg asked the Swiss Central 
Government to get an international 
warrant issued by Interpol, Mr. Berclaz 
preferred to go back to Switzerland of his 
own accord rather than be deported by 
the local police. On 1st March 2005 the 
court sentenced him to another three 
months in jail. How many months he will 
spend behind bars is not definitely 
determined yet since he has subse- 
quently appealed. 

Mr. Berclaz’s internet sites www. 
verite-justice.com and www.verite- 
justice.org - operated by an American 
provider — still exist. Fortunately, the 
Americans do not have ‘anti-racist or 
anti-revisionist legislation like Article 
261 bis of our penal code.

THE CAUSE of white resurgence around 
the world in the post-war years has 
deserved better leaders than it has had - 
at least in many countries and for much of 
the time. In the United States, just as here 
in Britain, all too few men of genuine 
ability, character and commitment have 
come forward to assume the respons- 
ibilities in our struggle that the struggle 
demands. This, much more than nit-pick- 
ing issues concerning imagery and tactics, 
is what has held us back. 

This is why it was such a major tragedy 
that Dr. William L. Pierce was taken away 
from us by cancer in 2002, ahead of his 
time and when there was so much of his 
work still to be done. | began following Dr. 
Pierce’s political career quite soon after it 
began in the early 1960s, and traced his 
development thereafter. ‘Career’ would in 
fact not be an appropriate word to describe 
this process. It smacks too much of the 
self-seeking opportunism that we have 
come to expect of our elected represen- 
tatives within the system laughably called 
‘democracy’. William Pierce’s political life 
was a vocation and a mission, for which he 
received little personal reward. Of course 
he never sought such things, for he 
personified the true revolutionary who 
battles onward against the spirit of his 
times, moved by a vision not understood 
by the majority of his contemporaries. One 
day he will be given his place in the 
pantheon of white heroes, but he was 
doomed not to live to see it. 


WRITER’S FASCINATION 

Dr. Robert Griffin is an American 
academic of uncertain ideological leanings, 
who became aware of William Pierce a few 
years ago and was immediately fascinated 
by him. He decided to write a book about 
the man who by this time was leader of the 
National Alliance, which organisation he 
ran from a remote mountainside in West 
Virginia. Not a man to do things by halves,

goings-on and getting to know some of 
Pierce’s chief colleagues. 

The result of Griffin’s labours is a book 
running to over 400 pages which does not 
once give any hint of either a sympathetic 
or hostile attitude towards its central 
character and his activities and beliefs. In 
a way this is what a biography ideally 
should be, though it seldom is in the real 
world. As a portrait the book is refreshingly

objective: it neither eulogises the man 
being studied nor suggests that he is 
without personal faults, a few of which are 
highlighted but without any attempt at 
point-scoring. It does point out one very 
important fact: that William Pierce did not 
come to racial nationalist politics by way of 
being a nobody or a loser. By the time he 
was thirty he was well on the way to a 
successful and well-paid career as a 
professor of physics, having graduated as 
such from Rice University, Texas, in 1955. 
He was married and had begun to build a 
family. He had much more to lose by giving 
his life to an unconventional cause than do 
the majority who take that path. 

The chapters of the book throw the 
spotlight on the various individuals from 
whom Pierce drew inspiration. One of the 
earlier ones was George Bernard Shaw, 
who in Man and Superman got him think- 
ing about the necessity of a quest for 
human improvement and of courage in 
facing unpopular truths. A little later Pierce 
was profoundly affected by the atmos- 
phere in the United States accompanying 
the Vietnam War. Seeing the baying mobs 
demonstrating in support of the regime 
that was then, rightly or wrongly, the 
country’s enemy, he wondered how 
America could tolerate this treason. Would 
such things have been tolerated at the 
height of World War II? This provided much 
to ponder on. 

In the following chapter the book 
focuses on Pierce’s newly awakened 
interest in Hitler. In declaring this to the 
author of a book intended for mass-circu- 
lation in a country like the United States, 
Pierce was of course breaking familiar 
taboos; but he was never a man to give a 
damn what the ordinary herd of people 
thought. In reading Mein Kampf Pierce 
found an echo of the opinions he had been 
forming on race, the Jewish question, 
democracy and much else. However, at 
that time he decided to satisfy his inclin- 
ation towards political action by joining 
something much more conventional and 
‘respectable’. In 1962 he enlisted in the 
John Birch Society, a conservative body 
founded by a candy tycoon, Robert Welch. 
It soon became clear that the Birchers, as 
they were known, wanted to skate around 
the issues that Pierce regarded as crucially 
important, and iike many others he 
suffered disillusionment. 


ALL OR NOTHING 

Pierce was up to this time still career- 
oriented and regarded politics as just a 
Spare-time pursuit. All this was to change 
when he met and, for a time, joined forces 
with George Lincoln Rockwell, head of 
what became known as the American Nazi 


Party. Pierce came to like and respect 
Rockwell personally but to regard his 
organisation as over-theatrical and not 
geared to the practicalities of American 
politics of the period. However, the short 
experience of involvement in this group 
changed his life. He decided that the 
cause he had found demanded an all-or- 
nothing approach from him, and he 
abandoned his physics career to become a 
full-time revolutionary activist - a sacrifice 
which many around the western world 
pursuing lucrative occupations know in 
their hearts they should make but which 
very few are prepared to make. Hence the 
landscape littered with the wreckage of 
well-meant political enterprises under- 
taken by others much less able and 
qualified but who have assumed leader- 
ship by the default of their social and 
intellectual ‘superiors’. If a fraction of the 
really talented men of the West took the 
plunge that William Pierce took, we would 
today be a long way nearer political 
success and power. 

The Rockwell organisation virtually 
folded with the assassination of its founder 
by a deranged follower in 1967. Pierce, 
learning all the time, looked for a new 
avenue and found it in a group called the 
National Youth Alliance, which he soon 
took over and changed into the National 
Alliance. This was to be the organisation to 
which the remainder of his life was conse- 
crated. 


BUILDING AN ELITE 

Having become contemptuous of mass 
politics, Pierce set out to make the Alliance 
an élite type of movement, seeking only 
the best material for recruitment. Progress 
was slow and, at times, almost in reverse. 
He found an office close to Washington DC 
and spent enormously long hours there, 
performing himself chores that it should 
have taken several people to do. He got 
into the habit of sleeping in the building 
during the week and only returning home 
at weekends to his home in Fredericks- 
burg, Virginia. It was there that | visited 
and stayed with him when touring the 
United States in 1979. The lifestyle took 
its inevitable toll on his marriage - an area 
where he was doomed never to enjoy 
contentment for long. Five wives attemp- 
ted to adjust to his life as a political heretic 
and none really succeeded. Griffin gives 
an account of this in his book, more in the 
manner of regret than of condemnation. 

Later, Pierce left the Washington area 
and moved to the rural wilderness where 
he was to spend the remainder of his days. 

The book proceeds with reference to 
other individuals and episodes forming 
part of the fascinating Pierce story. There 


was his acquaintance with Professor 
Revilo Oliver, the famed classical scholar 
and perhaps the leading racial nationalist 
intellectual in the English-speaking world 
of his time; his interest in the works of 
Alexander Solzhenitsyn, who impressed 
him as a model of courage and determ- 
ination but with whom he parted company 
on a number of issues, particularly 
religion; not least, his close relationship 
with William Gayley Simpson, the author of 
Which Way Western Man?, an update on 
the doctrines of Friedrich Nietzsche, to 
whose teachings he (Simpson) graduated 
from being a Franciscan missionary. 


VENTURE INTO FICTION 


The book recounts Pierce’s venture 
into the writing of fiction with two novels, 
The Turner Diaries and Hunter, each of 
which pictures people resorting to extra- 
legal methods, including assassination, in 
doomsday scenarios in a future America. 
These books, particularly the former, have 
enjoyed huge sales; but it is my opinion 
that they were the products of moments 
when personal frustration got the better of 
the writer’s pre-eminent virtue as ideol- 
ogist and political strategist. 

Perhaps the most interesting of all are 
the final chapters, which explore in fair 
detail Dr. Pierce’s views on the major 
issues of his time. Race and the Jewish 
question are, predictably, foremost. How- 
ever, Pierce had a lot to say that is worth 
hearing on education and the relationship 
between the sexes. The evil of ‘feminism’ 
(a word that | tend to use in inverted 
commas because the concept is the polar 
opposite of femininity) was always a big 
issue with William Pierce - and with good 
reason: so much of the pathology of white 
surrender that is endemic in 20th and 
21st century liberalism stems from the 
loss in the European and Euro-American 
élite of the masculine virtues. The mascu- 
line-feminine balance in society and racial 
culture is important in arees far beyond 
mere questions of individual ‘rights’ and 
arguments about job-selection and the 


like. Pierce fully recognised this, and what 
he wrote on the subject should be 
diligently studied. In essence, Pierce 


understood that white nations have been 
in decline because they have become 
feminised. That is to say that feminine 
responses to issues, instead of existing in 
healthy balance with male ones, have

come to predominate over everything and 
have reduced white society to one gigantic 
nursery in which care, nurture and safety 
have become the dominating priorities - 
aS opposed to hardness, boldness, risk, 
and the super-personal judgements essen- 
tial in statesmanship. 

It is ironic that Dr. Griffin’s choice of 
title for the book, taken from an old Norse 
poem, was made (presumably) with no 
premonition that it was about to represent 
the literal truth shortly after publication. 
William Pierce did not survive to see the 
book, nor the proper fruits of his labours; 
but then he worked always for posterity. In 
that sense he was everything that a 
modern politician is not. 


JOHN TYNDALL 
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WE should all know by now that we are 
on the receiving end of a full frontal 
assault by the political left and their 
backers. This is an assault unpreceden- 
ted in its ferocity and guile.

In the light of all of this, our struggle 
must now be governed entirely by the 
laws of survival.

DIVIDE AND CONQUER

The motivating forces for all physical 
action are the invisible forces of nature.

SENT FOR TRIAL 


THREE nationalists appeared at Leeds 
Magistrates’ Court at an adjourned 
hearing on 16th June facing charges of 
in-citing ‘race hatred’ following the secret 
filming of British National Party meetings 
last year. The three, BNP Chairman Nick 
Griffin, Mark Collett and Spearhead editor 
John Tyndall, were committed to appear 
at Leeds Crown Court on 21st July at 9.30 
a.m., this merely being the next stage of 
the proceedings. The actual trial of the 
three is not likely to be heard until late this 
year or early next year. 

We give these full details of the three 
defendants, preferring not to descend to 
the pettiness shown in official BNP 
releases in which only the appearances of 
Messrs. Griffin and Collett have been ack- 
nowledged and John Tyndall has been 
airbrushed out as a ‘non-person’, though 
he faces a possible jail sentence for his 
Opinions just as do the other two. 

Three groups of demonstrators faced 
the defendants as they arrived at court 
last month. Apart from the usual gaggle of 
left-wing political opponents, who made 
the poorest and feeblest of impressions, 
there was an Official BNP contingent 
which had been mobilised to support 
Messrs. Griffin and Collett (described in 
party bulletins as the ‘Free Speech Two’) 
and another contingent, consisting largely 
of members and supporters of the newly 
formed Nationalist Alliance, who turned up 
to support Mr. Tyndall. There was a 
certain absurdity in the spectacle of two 
separate groups of nationalists demon- 
strating over what were essentially the 
same charges issuing from the same 
source, but that is the way the official BNP 
wants it these days. 

However, the BNP demonstration 
mobilised in support of Griffin and Collett 
did not go totally according to plan. As 
John Tyndall was seen proceeding into 
court some loud cheering and clapping 
was heard, not just from his own suppor- 
ters placed by the police on the opposite 
side of the road, but also from those in the 
official BNP contingent placed by the court 
entrance! And not only this, Mr. Tyndall’s 
chief colleague Richard Edmonds, accom- 
panying him on the day but walking separ- 
ately from him, received his own equally 
warm reception from the BNP group. Just 
the same happened when the two, again 
some distance apart, left the court after- 
wards. Can we expect a witch hunt to 
ascertain which people in the BNP group 
cheered Tyndall and Edmonds — followed 
by consequent expulsions? In the present 
climate nothing would surprise us! 

Again, thanks must be given to the 
Nationalist Alliance, who organised the

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Rally at Milton Keynes calls for unity 


NATIONALISTS in Britain must unite! That 
was the theme of the meeting held in Milton 
Keynes on 19th June. The meeting was jointly 
organised by the Nationalist Alliance and the 
Spearhead Group, which has been resurrected 
(more of this in our next issue). 

The attendance of 40-45 at the meeting was 
encouraging in view of the fact that the ex- 
tremely hot weather was a deterrent to some 
folk to turn out. 

The unity theme was considered especially 
important in view of the recent divisions in 
nationalism caused by the exclusivist attitude 
of the British National Party leadership in 
expelling and attempting to ‘proscribe’ a 
number of the best nationalists in the country 
(see Page 16 for more on this subject).
